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ELEVATOR OWNERSHIP 


SYSTEM WILL BE A FINANCIAL 
SUCCESS THIS YEAR 


Reports from Several Points in the 
Province Severely Criticizing the 
System — Government Elevators 
Closed in Busy Season—General 
Be.ief That System is a Faiiure— 
Farmers’ Side of Question. 


Winnipeg.—Will the  public-owned 
elevators of Manitoba be a tinancial 
success this year? 

lf the summarizing of the situation 
as it now stands, as made by D. W. 
McCuaig, chairman of the Manitoba 
Government Elevator commission be 
taken as a criierion—they will. 

Again, will the pubie-owned ele- 
vators of Manitoba solve the market- 
ing problem for the farmer this year? 

if the anathema utiered by grain 
growers in the districts where the 
ear shortage is most keenly felt, be 
taken as a sign of the times—they 
most cetainly won't. 

The first view of the situation, that 
was adopted by Mr. McCuaig, was 
most opumistic when he discussed 
the question recentiy. ‘Ihe chairman 
of the commission alfirmed that the 
government's elevators were being 
filled to capacity

ARABS FIRED ON AMBULANCES 


The Italians Complain of the Turks 
Violating the Rules of 
Warfare 


Washington.—The Marquis di San 
Giuliano, the Italian minister of war, 
forwarded to the Italian embassy re- 
cently a message from General Caneva 
relating to battles of November 6 and 
7, in which the Italien general de- 
clared that there was “indisputable 
evidence of violation of the treaties of 
war’ on the part of the Arabs. Gen. 
Caneva’s message was as follows: 

“Our scouts on the fields where the 
encounters of the 6th and 7th took 
place between the 93rd_ regiment of 
italian infantry and Turks and Arabs 
have ascertained that acts of cruelty 
have been committed upon our fallen. 
One of the many dead was found bar- 
barously decapitated. No doubt exists 
that in these encounters the Turks 
were present, and for this reason they 
are directly rsponsible. 

“It was ascertained that Arabs <di- 
rected to fire and the attacks against 
the ambulances and transports of the 
wounded, but it was still uncertain if 
mly the Arabs were to be blamed for 
it or if the Turks should also have 
heen declared outlawed for violation 
“ war regulations. Now the doubt 
loes not exist any more, because it 
has been ascertained in a most abso- 
lute way that on the battlefield of Ain} 
Sar the Turks in command, in viola-| 
tion of article 3 of the last convention 
of the Hague, executed wounded, in- 
eluding woman and children.”

London.—A new Lord Mayor of Lon.

The prime minister gave a clear ex- 
position of Great Britain’s foreign 
policy. The Morocco agreement was 
the topic and furnished a special op- 
portunity, the premier’s remarks com- 
ing opportunely as a reply to the 
speech of the imperial German chan- 
cellor in the Reichstag. 

The settlement of the questions in- 
volved, he said, “it is a relief to Eur- 
ope, for it removes, perhaps the great- 
est obstacles to the smooth working of 
European diplomacy. Our own grati- 
fication at the result is none the less 
profound and sincere, because we 
have been suspected in irresponsible 
quarters of looking coldly upon the 
negotiations and even of a disposition 
to hamper their success. Nothing can 
be further from the truth. There is 
no secret about it either. Where Brit- 
ish interests are involved it is our 
business to safeguard them. Where 
friendships and

LESSON VIII.—FOURTH QUARTER, 
FOR NOV. 19, 19/1. 


Text of the Lesson, Ez. viii, 21-32. 
Memory Veres, 21-23—Goiden Text, 
Ez. viii, 22—Commentary Prepared 
by Rev. O. M Stearns. 


| In our two previous lessons in the 
book of Ezra we saw nearly 50,000 re- 
turning to Jerusalem by permission of 
Cyrus, the king, under the leadership 
of Zerubbabel and Joshua, and we saw 
the temple finished by the encouraging 
|} words of Hagar and Zachariah. Now 
we see Ezra, a priest in the direct line 
from Aaron and also a seribe of the 
|law of God (vii, 5, 12), returning with 
{the permission and good wi'l of Artak- 
jerxes, king of Persia, and with him 
over 1,700 of the people. Phe decree of 
|the king made nothing vompulsory in 
the matter of returning, but gave full 
| permission to all who were minded of 
their own free will to go up with Ezra 
(vii, 13). It is thought that the story 
|of the book of Esther fits in between 
} Ex. vi and vii and the statement in 
Est. i, 7, 8, that there was royal 
|wine in abundance (or wine of the 
kingdom—margin), according to the 
state of the king, but that every one 
did according to his own pleasure in 
the matter of drinking gives an idea 
of perfect freedom. Note the abun- 
dant bestowment and freedom of ac- 
tion granted to Ezra by the king, 
“Whatsoever shall seem good to thee, 
* ¢ © that do after the will of your 
;God, And whatsever more shall be 
peeded * * * bestow it out of the 
| king's treasure house” (Ez. vii, 18, 20, 
23). The object of all this bounty was 
the house of God which was at Jerusa- 
lem (Ez. vii, 15, 16, 17, 19, 23, 27). The 
man of God was Ezra, who had pre- 
pared his heart to seek the law of the 
| Lord and to do it and to teach it and 
|in whose hand was the wisdom of 
| God (Ez. vii, 10, 26). The great cause 
back of all others was ‘the good hand 
lof the Lord God upon him’ (Ez. vii, 
6, 9, 28; viii, 18, 22, 31), by which the 
| king granted him all his request, by 
which also he was made strong, by 
which the right men were brought to 
| him, and, as we shall see in this les- 
son, by which he was brought safely to 
|Jerusalem without an armed escort.

CHANGE IN DUTY ON LUMBER 


| Affected by a Change in the Inter- 
pretation of the 
Act 


Ottawa.—The Canadian lumbermen 
have for some time past been pressing 
} upon the government the necessity of 
|giving them protection from the in- 
}roads which American  lumbermen 
were making in their market by what 
was claimed to be a violation of cus- 
}toms regulations as a result of which 
instructions will be sent to collectors 
}of customs all along the international 
| boundary to put a duty of 25 per cent 
on all lumber save on rough and un- 
dressed on one side only. 

Under customs tariff on rough and 
partly dressed lumber is admitted 
free, but it has been the practice of 
| American lumbermen to dress lumber 
{on one side only, a process which al- 
jlowed the lumber to enter free of 
) luty. 
| The British Columbia Lumbermen's 
| association presented strong represen- 
| tations on the subject which as a re- 
| sult, it is understood that they have 


secured the relief they asked and all} 


lumber coming from the States will 
| be closely inspected and duty charged 
upon it if there has been any dressing 
done on it; save on one side. 

Representatives of British Columbia 
/lumber interests, who have been here 
asking for relief, have promised that 
there shall be no increase of price as 
ja result of the change. 


FERNIE MINERS ARE HOSTILE 


'Crow’s Nest Coal 
Broken Off Negotiations with 
Members of Union 


Fernie.—There is a report current 
here that the Crow’s Nest Coal Com- 
|} pany has broken off negotiations with 
the members of the union 
they will endeavor to open their mines 
without an agreement. This rumor 
has angered the men and the feeling 
against the men who are working is 
very strong. 

There were half a dozen or*so men 
came down from the mines recently 
and they were greeted by a crowd of 
about 500 men and escorted to their 
homes. If it had not been for the 
presence of the special constables 
there would undoubtedly have been a 
serious clash. There is no demonstra- 
tion of hostility against the men who 
are working, but some shots were fired 
but not apparently with the intent to 
| injure anyone 


There are altogether about 75 po- 
licemen on duty and they are employ- 
‘d at night in acting as a bodyguard 
for the men who come down from the 
mines and in watching their houses at 
| night,

Elijah was as 
truly cared for by God in the home of 
the desolate woman at Sarepta, where 
she ministered to him, as when cared

sith, With a mind stayed u Jehov- 
‘ah and a whole heart for Him, there 
is always perfect freedom to do as oc- 
easion serve, in reliance upon him (1 
Sam. x, 7). The silver and the gold

Ezra’s journey oc- 
eupied four months ,and all the way 
they were kept and delivered from the 
hand of the enemy and of such as lay 
jin wait by the way (vii, 9; vii, 31). 
When Paul was nearing the end of his 
sojourn in a mortal body he said, “I 
was delivered out of the mouth of the 
}lion, and the Lord shall deliver me 
from every evil work and will pre- 
serve me unto His heavenly kingdom” 
(II Tim, iv, 17, 18). Ezra was ashamed 
to ask for an escort of soldiers because 
it looked to him like a lack of trust in 
the Lord. It would do us all good to 
| get ashamed of our “little faith,” but 
we also need to get ashamed, as Ezra 
did, of conformity to this present age 
and its ways (ix, 6).

London Tabernacle, Nov. 5.—Pastor 
Rus:ell spoke to-day to large audi- 
ences. We report one of his dis- 
courses, which treated on the subject 
of Baptism. 

Church History shows that the 
damnation theories grew gradually. 
First came the theory that every chill 
of Adam was born damned to eternal 
torture at the hands of fire-proof 
devils, and that th» only escap: wa- 
through baptism. But it was claimed 
that baptism cancelled only previous 
sins and not sub. quent ones; hence 
it was the custom in Constantine's 
time to put off baptism until as near 
the hour of death as possible. Tor- 
tullian is credited with supporting 
this view. 

Later came St. Augustine, advanc- 
ing the theory that only the Church 
would be saved and that baptism was 
for the pu:pos® of induction into the 
Chureh. Natura'ly it fo'l.wed that of 
infants did wih ut being edmitted 
into ths Church they would go to 
eternal torture, As a result of this 
teach'ng infant baptism sprang in‘o 
great popularity, which is still main 
tained. At first the infants were 
immersed in water, but later, under 
the belief that all bishops were suc- 
cessors of the Apostles and equal in 
authority, Church Councils took the 
place of the Word of God. They not 
only sanctioned infant baptism, which 
is not even mentioned in the Bible, 
but additionally claimed that im- 
mersion was unnecessary und that a 
few drops of water would induct the 
aged or the babe into the Church and 
constitut» an insurance against a heil 
of eternal torture. This theory still 
persists to perhaps a greater degree 
than many would imagine. Luther 
and hig coadjutors protested against 
some of the doctrines of the Church 
of Rome, but accepted without protest 
infant baptism, sprinkling, ete., as 
Necessary to preservation from ever- 
lasting torment. 

Someone suggests, “Ah! we prac- 
tice infant aprinkling, but it is mere- 
ly a ‘christening. We have no 
thought whatever that the gracious 
Heavenly Father or His adorable 
Son, our Redeemer, would consign an 
infant to torture, evn if it died with- 
out being christened.” Do not be 
too sure, my brother. Superstitions 
die hard. I know of a white-haired 
bishop in the Episcopal Church who 
was appalled at the very suggestion 
that his infant grandchild might be 
safe in the arms of Jesus without 
having been “christened.” 

Not only so, but these superstitions 
of a darker day are forcefully im- 
eg d upon the “common people” 

y some of the clergy. Let me tel! 
you of two cas s: 

(1) A Lutheran couple in Pennsyl- 
vania had some unpleasantness with 
their pastor respecting Church du s. 
This caused them to absent them- 
selves from Church service for several 
months Meantime their babs be- 
came sick. The father humbled him 
self to go to his pastor to tell him 
of his distr.ss and his fear that the 
child might die and of hi- desire to 
have it baptized. Imagine the 
anguish of the delud-d parent when 
the pastor refused and told him that 
the child would go to hell and that 
this was his desert as a parent be- 
cause of failure to keep in touch with 
the Church. 

(2) The other cas» was that 
Catholic couple in Wisconsin 
two little girls died of diphtheria 
within a few hours of each other 
When the parish priest was sent for

permission to have the children 
uried in “holy ground."’ The ex- 
planation given to the astonished 


parents was that they had neglected 
their duty toward the children, that 
they had not ben baptized into the 
Church and consequent!y were lost. 

To a friend the ber-aved father 
declared that he wanted to have 
nothing whatever to do with so un- 
{nee a Ged who would consign his 
ittle innocent children to 
torture merely b:cause of his sin, his 
neglect, in not having a few drops of 
water sprinkled in their fae.s by the 
priest! The friend had been reading 
my “Studi.s in the Scriptures’? and 
explained to the bereaved father that 
Chférch creeds and theories ure very 
different from the pluin and simple 
teachings of the Bible. He showed 
him that his little on:s were merely 
“asleep in Jesus” waiting for the 
glorious resurrection blessings of 
restitution, to be brought to man- 
kind at the second coming of Jesus, 
after the completion of the elect 
Church and their change to heavenly 
glory. Could you wonder that that 
Catholic, a saloon-keeper, received a 
new ray of hope and that it had a 
transforming influence upon his life? 

Pastor Russe!l examined the doe- 
trine of immersion as set forth by 
the Christian or Disciple denomina- 
tion. He had not an unkind word 
to say respecting the people of thi. 
denomination, but he did disseet 
their doctrines, luying bare what he 
consider.d to be their incensisten 
cies, falsities. 

Criticizing the immersion theory of 
the Christiin-Dise ples he declared 
that the texts used by this denomin- 
ation as proofs that baptism i. for 
the remission of sins wore never ap- 
plied to any except Jews. The Jews 
were in Covenant-relationship with 
Ged through the Mosaic Law. If they 
got into sin it was proper for them 
to repent, return to God and use 
water symbolically, indicating return 
from sin. All Jews in full harmony 
with the Law Covenant in Jesus’ day 
were transferred from Moses to 
Christ. Only those who had com- 
mitted special sins were called upon 
to wash away those sins symbolical'y 
in water.

“Israelit s indeed” were never in- 
structed to be baptized or to wash 
away their sins. Amongst the Apos- 
t'es, Pastor Russell said, ther+ is 
no reecrd cf any of them having been 
immersed in water for the remission 
of sins, except St. Paul, and he only 
because he had persecuted = the 
Church of Christ. the baptism into 
Christ announced for Gentile converts 
is wh l'y different, he dec'ar d, from 
the Jewish baptism for the remi-sion 
of sins. An illustration of this, he 
said, is found in Acts xviii, 24, 25,

| But the quest’on aris s, Jvat what 
is meont by these words, “Boptized 
into His death?” Was His death in 
any wy diff:rent from the death of 
others? Most decided'y it wes! Our 
tac die as sinners, children of wrth, 
| under Divins sentence of death. But 
Jesus was not a sinne? and hence 
was not under Divine sentence? of 
death.

Death was the real meaning of 
our Lord’s baptism. John the Im- 
merser knew that Jesus was not a 
sinner, knew that He had no sins to 
wash away, and at first he declined 
to immerse Him. And he did #0 
only after Jesus had assured him 
that it was right and that the matter 
had a deeper significance. “Suffer 
it to be so.” 

Our Lord for three and a half years 
was carrying out the consecration 
j}vow which in Jordan H+ symbolized 
|—baptism into death. Day by day 
He became more deeply immersed 
into death. That real immersion 
into death was finished on Calvary. 
| In barmony with this the day b-fore 
His death Jesus said, “IT have a bap- 
|tism to be baptiz;d with, and how 
jam I straitened until it b» accom- 
| plished.” The next day it was ac- 
| complished, when Hp» cried, “It is 
| finished !"" His baptism into death 
was finished. 

Tlie same thought the Master gev> 
‘to His followers, saying to two who 
| desired places on His right and His 
\left in the Kingdom: “Ye know not 
|what ye ask!" You do not know 
‘what it requires to secure exaltation 
{to the Kingdom. Are you able, are 
;you willing to drink of my cup of 
jsorrow, self-denial, ete.? Are you 
| willing “to be baptized with the bap 
jtism that IT am baptized with'’—the 
baptism into death? When the dis- 
ciples replied that they were willing, 
{the Master assured them that He 
would attend to the rest. The terms 
of discipleship have not changed. 
| Just a word further r specting 
|water baptism. It has its place, not 
of eternal tor- 
ment, nor in getting thom into eter- 
nal glory; but it is a symbol, a beau- 
tiful picture in one act. It is a testi- 
money to all believ rs that the con- 
secrated one has vowed loyalty to the 
| Redeemer—even unto death. As such 
a confession of such a consecration, 
we commend water baptism to you 
all as being the Lord’s own provision 
of a pictorial confession for thos» who 
jhave accepted His terms, surrender- 
ed their all, and are seeking to walk 
in newness of life and to attain the 
eternal glory by and by. 

As for the unconsecrated world, it 
is fitting that they should not be 
| baptized. Baptism wes never in- 
tend d except for the fully consecrat 
jed, the sanctified in Christ Jesus. 
When God’s due time shal! come the

TEA WITH “HER MAJESTY.” 


It’s the Least Formal of All Royal 
Entertainments, But Then— 


Taking afternoon tea with Queen 

Mary is no joke, though those who are 

used to it say that one soon gets used 
| to the Little acts of formality which, 
/in spite of its sociable origin, make 
| this function a decided strain on 
the nerves of the uninitiated. 

Gyests are invited as a rule to come 

at 4.30 in the afternoon and they are 

;expected to be punctual, for her 
Majesty likes all whom she has in- 
vited to be assembled when she enters 
the room. Tea is served usually in 
the beautiful boudoir in the Queen's 
personal apartment at Buckingham, 
though during the summer season the 
guests sometimes gather for refresh- 
ments in the gardens and then the 
function assumes a somewhat elabor- 
ate character. 

When only a few friends of the 
Queen are present her Majesty some- 
times presides at the tea-table and 
peg tea herself, but it is more usual 
for this to be done by a lady in wait- 
ing, while two other members of the 


The palace 
servants are never called upon to wait 
during afternoon tea,

household. The guests rise when the 
King enters, but do not remain stand- 
ing until his Majesty is seated, as ia 
strict etiquette at all other royal en- 
tertainments, The guests at afternoon 
tea after rising to greet the King at 
once seat themselves again. 

At these exclusive entertainments 
the King and Queen and any other 
members of the royal famil 
freely about the doings of the court 
| and their own affairs. Often a guest 
| at afternoon tea learns of a coming 
visit from a foreign monarch, or possi- 
bly the news is made public. Of 
course all such information is im- 
parted in the strictest confidence. 

No guest can take his or her de- 
parture while the King or Queen is 
present. Guests of royalty never bid 
their host or hostess eood-bye in the 
| ordinary manner. When the entertain- 
ment is over the Queen rises and bids 
good-bye to her guests. 

When there are not many present 
| their Majesties shake hands with 
each, and then the King and Queen 
leave the room, the guests standing 
| while they do so. At the conclusion 
of a royal entertainment, by the way. 
a guest when taking his leave never 
| thanks his host or hostess. If the 
King or Queen shakes hands with him 
he simply says ‘‘Good-bye, sir,” or 
“madam.”

ATTENDING THE KING 


King George Is Like His Father a 
Very Methodical Man and Except 
at Busy Times the Member of the 
Cabinet Who Keeps Near Him Has 
a Very Easy Time—Post of Personal 
Adviser Depends on Popularity. 


When the Kin, goes abroad, or stays 
for any length of time outside the cani- 
tal, he is ag = ee by a Minister 
in attendance. The position is sup- 
posed to be filled by each member of 
the Cabinet in turn, the period of 
duty varying from a week to a fort- 
night, or even a month. In actual 
practice only two or three Ministers 
are called upon to be in attendance 
upon the King, and the duration of 
their visits depends in great measure 
upon their personal popularity. 

The late King Edward frequently 
dispensed with the services of a Min- 
ister when he went abroad, and the 


| old custom of having a member of 


the Cabinet at Windsor when the 


| court went there does not now prevail. 


In these advanced days of telegraphs 
and telephones, motor-cars, and cf 


er methods of rapid intercommun é~ eel 
tion it is not considered necess A mes 
n 


that a responsible Minister of t 
Crown should leave hig official duties 
for so lengthy a period. 

The duties of a Minister in attend- 
ance are not arduous, except at times 
when the political horizon is clouded, 
or when this country is engaged in 
war. When things are normal—that is 
to say, dull—the Minister has little 
to do but enjoy himself, and now- 
udays every facility is givén for his 
doing so after his own particular fash- 
ion. Breakfast is served in his pri- 
vate sitting-room, if he so desires it, 
or he joing the gentlemen of the court, 

Luncheon, too, is a meal at which 
the attendance of the Minister is op- 
tional. When the King is out shoot- 
ing or fishing—and scarcely a day 
passes but sees him engaged in one 


| or other of these sports—luncheon is 


|

taken, of course, in the open; and if 
the Minister happens to be a sports- 


| man, he is naturally invited to join , 


the royal party. . 

The Ministers presence at dinner 
is, however, insisted upon, and he is 
required to be present in the drawing- 
room afterwards. Queen Victoria used 
to go through official documents with 
her Ministers twice a day—in the 
morning and after dinner. King Ed- 
ward, who was exceedingly methodi- 
cal, devoted the first part of the morn- 
ing to official business, and unless 
despatches received during the day 
were specially urgent they were not 
submitted and discussed until the fol- 
lowing marning. 

King George is equally methodical, 
His Majesty is an early riser and is 
often at work at half-past nine. The 
King expects all documents to be 
ready for him, and business is there- 
fore got through very expeditiously, 
and no time is “cut to waste.” Un- 
less any matter of urgency should de- 
mand attention business is then dis- 
missed for the day, the evenings be- 
ing devoted to anyusement and general 
conversation, 

Mr. Lloyd-George, who has a great 
fund of humor, is a very popular Min- 
ister, Mr. Balfour used to be much 
liked by reason of his artistic play- 
ing of the piano. As is well known, 
Queen Alexandra is a cultured musi- 
cian and a pianist of great ability, 
and music was always a notable fea- 
ture after dinner during the late 
King’s reign. Lord Beaconsfield’s wit 
and satire amused Queen Victoria 
and Mr. Gladstone's deep theologteal 
knowledge also appealed to her 
strongly.

Ormrod and 
there is no doubt that, if hand- 
led right, it can be put on a 
good financial basis. The tact of 
the rink being on the same ground 
as last year, will make the task of 
flooding much easier. It may be 
possible to have the rink lighted 
by electricity and this would be a 
big improvement, though the gaso- 
line lights used last year were satis- 
factory except in a high wind,

February was a success, and there 
seems no reason why these should 
not take place more frequently, 
pecially when there is now a town 
brass band. 

All that is necessary now is for 
the townspeople to give their sup- 
port when the call is made for the 
purchase of season tickets, the cost 
of which will be very reasonable. 

With regard to the hockey team, 
Tommy Wright, who was one of 
the regular players on last year's 
team, is of the opinion that a team 
which will prove a winner can be 
got together from the material on 
hand, and though some of last year’s 
players are not intown now, there 
fs lots of new material to fill their 
places. 

Gleichen is ready to contribute a 
team tor the Bow Valley League, 
which provided good sport 
last year, and we imagine Bassano, 
last year’s cup winners, will be 
again willing to compete. The 
league was a decided success last 
year, all the teams beng very even- 
ly matched, and the games drew 
large attendances, though the wea- 
ther was not always favorable.

Census Figures 


The figures of the population of 
Alberta, taken at the recent Gov- 
ernment census, which have just 
been published, do not show the in- 
crease which had been expected, 
though there has been marvellous 
development, Strathmore has no 
reason to be ashamed of her figures 
though when the census was taken 
she was at a disadvantage, not then 
having been incorporated as a town, 
owing to some legal delays. As a 
village the population residing with- 
in an area of less than 4 quarter 
section was all that could be count- 
ed, while now the area of the town 
is about three sections. The town- 
site of North Strathmore with Hay- 
den and Skene’s headquarters, and 
a number of residences. etc., and 
all west of Sixth Street, with the 
Demonstration Farm and the new 
C.P.R. headquarters, were not in 
the town at the time of the consus. 
Within the area of the town we be- 
lieve there are between 800 and goo 
population. The other towns on 
the line, Bassane and Gleichen were 
incorporated betore the census. 

The populations of the various 
towns and villages along the main 
line between Calgary and Medicine 
Hat at the time the census was ta- 
ken are given as follows: Langdon, 
159, Strathmore 531, Gleichen 583, 


Bassano 545, Brooks 486. 


When the last census of Albertas 
population was taken in 1906, Glei- 
chen was the only place between 
Calgary and the Hat that figured 
in it at ail, and its population was 
only 199.
